saved therefrom, as an overriding royalty, over and above the 
royalty to be paid to lessor in said lease and vh ich over- 
riding one- twenty-fourth (l/?ij.) royalty shall be paid or 
delivered to said transferrer in the same manner as the

8. Transferee shall pay or tender to transferrer,

National B ank at Lake ^harles, Louisiana, or its successor 
which bank and/or successor bank is transferrer's agent) 
all suras contemplated herein to be paid to transferrer by 
transferee, including all royalty payments, and all such
